INTO USEFUL FUEL 


cA regina Man Claims: to Héve. Dia- 

Covered a .Process for the Manu- 

\ facture of Briquettes 

Professor Andrews, of Regina, bids 
fair to go down to posterity as one 
of, the most practical and. far-reaching 
benefactors of the Western Country. 
In Saskatchewan, Alberta and Mant- 
toba millions of dollars’ worth of 
straw is annually burned ‘out of the 
way, in the same manner, and for 
the same reason that in the ploneer 
days of the eastern provinces mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of magnificent 
timber were destroyed for want of 
a market. ° 

If Professor Andrews’ invention for 
turning this straw into little fuel 
briquettes proves to be what he claims 
it is, a problem which has vexed the 
soul of the Western farmer for many 
years has been satisfactorily solved; 
and waste has been turned into value 
in the most remarkably beneficial man- 
ner. — 

The first briquette, Professor An- 
drews has producd, is very, small— 
not much bigger than a crown piece. 
It is black and as far as appearance 
goes might be made out of coal dust. 
The farmer if he has. power. on his

'farm can make the briquettes’ himself. 


He can drive his threshing machine, 
and. make briquettes at the same time. 

The Doctor claims that the cost ts 
small, and that the eqtrivalent of eighty 
tons of anthracite, or 160 tons of Sas- 
katchewan lignite coal, can be obtained 
from an dverage crop of straw grown 
cn a half section. of 320 acres. Ten 
tons of this would’ warm the farmer's 
housé, but he -would-be saved the 
trouble‘and expense of hauling it from 
town.~ The surplus. of the briquettes 
would be available for sale in the towns 
which also would get cheap fuel in- 
stead of dear fuel ag at predent. 

If Professor Andrews’ briquette is 
what he. calms for it, he has added 
inillions annually to the wealth of the 
prairie country; and, as patents go in 
this “commercial age, he should incl- 
dentally make a few, millions for him- 
self, for he’ will have done one of the 
higgest things and solved one of the 
knottleat of problems.

Population of Russian Prisons 

St. Petersburg.—Remarkable statis- 
tica have been laid before the Duma 
recently with regard to, the population 
of the Russian prisons. It appears: 
that between the years 1905 and 1912 
the number of the prisoners in Russia 
had increased: by 95,000 and that the 
increase was largely among the polit- 
ical prisoners. From 1908 to 1914 
the expense of all departments cop- 
cerned had increased by 83 per cent. 

Acts of terrorism in Rusela during 
the last few years have been of rare. 
occurrence. It. is’ not anarchism 
which is filling the prisons, but trade 
unionism and socialism. The infor 
mation regarding the prisons was laid 
before the Duma as a result of inquis- 
ies instituted into the Jarge number 
of cases of suicide reported from the 
prisons. «
